Mrs.  Linhard  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  report 
on  the  health  and  sanitaty  conditions  of  your  district  for  1961,  It 
is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular 
1/62  (Wales.) 

Staff.  There  were  no  staff  changes  in  1961. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  preliminary  report  issued  by  the  Registrar 
General  following  the  1961  Census  gave  the  population  of  the  Rural 
District  for  that  year  as  8,625  compared  with  9,425  in  195'i,  being 
a decrease  of  some  800  over  10  years. 

There  were  122  births,  66  boys  and  56  girls.  This  figure 
includes  3 still  births  all  of  which  were  legitimate,  7 premature 
births  and  2 illegitimate  births,  22  of  these  babies  were  bora  at 
home.  There  were  3 sets  of  twins. 

The  birth  rate  for  1961  was  14. 10  per  1 ,000  population 
compared  with  16.54  in  I960. 

There  were  3 still  births  which  gives  a rate  of  27c.  0 per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  compared  with  38.4  in  i960.  Then  wore  all 
legitimate  births.  There  were  2 illegitimate  live  births  which 
gives  a rate  of  1.6j£  of  total  live  births  compared  with  3.8^  in  I960. 

There  were  3 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year 

(1)  A baby  boy  who  died  aged  1 day  with  anoxia. 

(2)  A baby  boy  who  died  aged  4 months  with  a t^ain  tumour. 

(3)  A girl  age  9 days  who  died  of  atelectasis. 

This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  2 4*6  per  1,000  live 
births  compared  with  27  in  I960.  The  rate  in  the  rural  areas 
was  17.7,  in  the  urban  areas  7.2  and  in  Montgomeryshire  13.4. 

Deaths.  There  were  93  deaths  giving  a rate  of  10.75  per  1 ,0C0 
population  compared  with  10.47  in  I960.  The  rate  in  the  rural 
areas  was  11.65,  in  the  urban  areas  12.12  and  in  Montgomeryshire 
11.85. 

National  Assistance  Act, 1948.  Section  47.  No  action  was  taken 

under  this  Act. 

WATER  SUPPLIES.  The  Council  ceased  to  be  the  Water  Authority  for  its 
area  on  1st  April,  1961,  when  all  public  supplies  wore  taken  over 
the  newly  formed  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board.  The  Council,  however, 
continued  to  act  as  agents  as  far  as  existing  supplies  wore  concerned. 
The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  various  supplies  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  the  Llandinam  area.  At  Llandinam 
the  mountain  streams  from  which  the  supplies  are  taken  began  to  dry 
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up  during  the  month  of  June  and  it  became  necessary  to  impose 
restrictions  on  consumption  for  the  period  from  June  26th  to  5th 

August.

Manafon  and  New  Mills. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  Dolfor  and  Stepaside  water  scheme  during 
the  year,  the  work  being  supervised  by  the  Council's  Resident  Engineer 
on  behalf  of  the  Mont gome _y shire  Water  Board.  The  urgent  need  still 
existed  for  an  improved  water  supply  at  Llandinam. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  from  these  supplies  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  reported  on  as  satisfactory. 

Proposed  Private  Supplies.  Forty  bacteriological  samples  were  taken 
free:  proposed  new  supplies.  Of  these  samples  3*1  were  reported  as 
unsatisfactory.  No  private  supply  was  given  the  approval  of  the 
Council  or  proceeded  with  until  satisfactory  samples  wore  obtained 

or  treatment  installed. 

Existing  Private  Supplies.  One  sample  taken  for  chemicaJL  analysis 
was  satisfactory.  Fifty  five  bacteriological  samples  were  taken 
and  42  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  involving  25  sources.  Of 
these  unsatisf actory  sources 

4 were  improved  by  chlorination 
2 were  connected  to  mains  supply 

5 were  found  to  be  satisfactory  following  the  carrying 
out  of  improvement  works. 

Efforts  continued  to  encoura.ge  the  improvement  (where  possible) 
of  unsatisfactory  supplies  and  the  need  for  adequate  boiling  of 
unsafe  water  before  consumption,  was  stressed.

With  the  exception  of  Llandinan  the  above-mentioned 
systems  are  s at isfac tori'-  end  are  being  maintained  jn  efficient 
wor Icing  condition.  A new  sewerage  scheme  for  Llandinam  cannot, 
unfortunately,  be  proceeded  with  until  an  adequate  public  water 
supply  is  available.  The  nature  of  the  effluent  discharged  into 
the  river  from  the  existing  sewerage  plant  is  unsatisfactory. 

The  extension  of  the  Carno  Sewerage  Scheme  (stage  2) 
to  include  the  whole  of  the  Village  was  continued  during  1961 
and  reached  a stage  of  near  completion.  Work  was  commenced  on 
the  Llangurig  Sewerage  Scheme.  Arrangements  were  well  in  hand 
for  new  schemes  at  Bettws  and  Stepaside  and  it  was  hoped  that 
work  would  commence  during  1962.  Proposals  were  iu  hand 

for  Adfa,  Bwlchyffridd,  Llanwnog,  Clatter  and  Staylittie. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of  a Public 
Convenience  at  Caersws  and  it  was  hoped  to  erect  another  in 
Llangurig  during  1962. 


HOUSING^ 


New  Houses.  The  eight  Council  Houses  under  construction  during 
I960  were  completed  this  year  - six  'were  in  Caersws  and  two  in 
Kerry.  Six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  thirteen 

were  under  construction  but  not  completed  in  1961. 

During  1961  seven  Council  Houses  were  re-let  and  the 
eight  new  houses  let.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eighty 
two  applicants  on  the  Council's  waiting  list  for  houses. 

In  July,  1961,  Demolition  Orders  under  Section  16  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  were  made  in  respect  of  two  privately  owned 
houses  in  Kerry  Village,  One  of  the  displaced  families  was 
re-housed  by  the  Council  and  the  other  family  provided  a new 
house  for  its  own  occupation.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a woman 
of  47  years  was  notified  in  1961.  Two  other  names  were  put  on 
the  register,  both  of  whom  had  been  previously  notified  and  who 
had  cone  to  live  in  the  rural  district. 

During  the  year  9 names  were  removed  from  the  regisbor:- 

1.  A woman  aged  22  in  I960  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

left  the  area. 

2.  A man  aged  64  in  1956  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

left  the  area. 

3.  A woman  aged  28  in  1955  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

due  to  recovery. 

4.  A girl  aged  8 in  1954  when  notified  with  lupus  vulgaris,  due  to 

recovery. 

5.  A nan  of  19  in  1952  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

due  to  death. 

6.  A man  of  21  in  1953  when  notified  with  tubercular  pleural 

effusion  - due  to  recovery. 

7.  A mail  age  24  in  1936  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

died,  frem  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

8.  A woman  age  79  in  1958  when  notified,  died  from  cerebral  thrombosis. 
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9.  A woman  age  43  in  1943  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
left  the  area. 


At  the  end  cf  the  year  there  were  43  names  on  the  register. 

The  mass  radiography  unit  continued  to  visit  Newtown  and  is 
located  at  the  Health  Clinic  in  Perk  Street,  Newtown,  and  comes  on 
an  everage  every  third  Wednesday.

Vaccination.  This  procedure  is  still  encouraged  and  at  the 
infant  clinics  and  in  their  homes,  the  mothers  are  urged  to 
have  their  babies  vaccinated. 


PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTERIA,  yVHOOPING  COUGH , 

TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS. 

During  1 961  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a 
memorandum  based  on  recommendations  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council.  This  gave  official  sanction  for  the  use  of  combined 
Antigens.  Previously  this  practice  had  not  been  approved 
because  of  the  risk  of  provocative  poliomyelitis.  However 
it  is  now  considered  that  tJfls  risk  is  extremely  small  and 
the  County  Health  Department  has  adopted  the  following  Schedule

FOOD  INSPECTION.  A satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  was 

maintained  in  all  premises.  During  the  year 
four  premises  were  newly  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  which 
made  a total  of  18  premises  registered  for  this  purpose. 

The  four  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  within  the 
area.  Proposals  were  submitted  in  respect  of  each  of  them 
detailing  the  alterations which  were  to  be  carried  out  to  comply 
with  the  new  standard  laid  down  by  the  regulations  made  under 
the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958.  In  this  respect,  close  liason 
was  maintained  with  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  necessary  wor^commenced  in  respect  of  three  cf  the 
Slaughterhouses  but  in  the  case  of  the  fourth,  work  was  held  up 
pending  approval  from  the  Local  Planning  Authority.
